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HE transition from a nation at peace 

to a nation at war is clearly reflected 
in the number of Christmas bird counts 
that have been sent in. Last year there 
were 327 of them, exactly the same num- 
ber as in 1940. This year we received only 
250. The total number of participants 
declined from 2,400 to 1,620. Last year 
nearly four million birds were tabulated. 
This year the grand total was 3,570,000. 
About one-half of these were pintail 
ducks. 

The largest list of species came from 
Charleston, S. C., with a total of 125. St. 
Marks, Fla. and Cove, Tex., were tied with 
101 each. Cape May led the northeast 
with a total of 85 species, 20% below the 
usual list for that productive locality. 
Ashtabula, Ohio, took first honors in the 
Great Lakes area with a total of 66. In the 
Far West, Los Angeles topped the list 
with 121, while San Diego with 114 was 
not far behind. The Santa Catalina Moun- 
tains in Arizona came through again with 
the impressive total of 98. The largest 
number of individuals recorded on any 
one count was in the Sacramento Valley— 
over two million birds—almost 3/Sths of 
the total number of birds recorded in all 
localities. This concentration accounts for 
most of the pintails. 

Bird counting has become increasingly 
difficult in many places, especially along 
water fronts, around reservoirs and near 
critical defense areas, but our observers 
report fewer brushes with the authorities 
than last year— probably because they 
have grown wiser and more prudent. 
People with binoculars look more sus- 
picious than ever these days. Lack of 
transportation and the loss of many ob- 
servers to the armed forces had a much 
greater effect in cutting down coverage. 


Last winter was remarkable in the 
northeast because of its curious similarity 
to the winter of 1916-17, when this coun- 
try was on the brink of entering World 
War I. Invasions of evening grosbeaks, 
brown-capped chickadees and other er- 
ratic wanderers reached the northern 
states. Spectacular winters are usually fol- 
lowed by a rest period, and, true to form, 
this year is not particularly exciting. 
Among the more unusual records were 
four vermilion flycatchers in the south- 
east . . . two in Louisiana and two in 
Florida. There are only three previous 
records for the State of Florida, and not 
more than one or two for Louisiana. This 
is another example of the recent tendency 
of certain western flycatchers to appear in 
the southeast during the fall and winter. 
Mockingbirds were noted at several points 
outside their normal range in the north- 
east. An Acadian chickadee at Port 
Chester, N. Y., seems to be an isolated 
stray, as there is no evidence of an inva- 
sion of them in the New England States 
as there was last winter. A Richardson's 
owl at Newburyport, Mass. and a Hens- 
low’s sparrow at Horicon, Wis. are 
among the more startling records. A very 
marked drop in the number of starlings 
has been noticed in the northeast. - 

With printing and paper costs on a 
steady upward climb, we were heartened 
this year by the number of individuals 
who joined our Christmas Bird Count 
Club. Equally gratifying was the enthu- 
siastic response meeting our appeal that 
each participant pay membership dues of 
ten cents and thereby contribute, in a 
small way, toward defraying cost of print- 
ing this supplement. Contributions this 
year amounted to $108.
